OTTAWA HAS TAX 
PRIORITY COURT RULES 

Ottawa, Sept. 26. — The supreme 
court of Canada, in a judgment hand- 
ed down today, held that claims for 
Dominion taxes had priority over 
claims for provincial taxes.

general of Canada, and opposed on 
behalf of the attorney-general of Que- 
bec.

to Kiwanians 


Many Questions Are Asked of Mayor Montgomery Follow- 
ing Highly Interesting Address—Electric Light Deben- 
tures Will Be Retired in Five Years, Waterworks Hav- 
ing Thirty-two Years to Run 


The Wetaskiwin Kiwanis Club held 
a very interesting luncheon on Tues- 
day evening, when Mayor Montgom- 
ery explained the proposed agreement 
with the Calgary Power Company for 
the taking over of Wetaskiwin's util- 
{ties. The Company will purchase the 
electric and water utilities as well as 
the power house plant and lot, as well 
as the poles, wires, etc., on the streets. 
The Company will submit plans for all 
proposed changes in the system, and 
will take all reasonable precautions 
to give a continuous service. They 
will give a 24 hour service and will 
make a charge of $3 a lamp per month 
for street light up to 300 kp and $3.60 
per month from 301 to 400 kp. They 
will extend the system 250 feet with- 
out additional charge and 20c per foot 
beyond that distance. The light rates 
are divided into three lines, domestic, 
commercial and power.

All ac- 
counts are payable at a place stated 
by the Company, and the Company 
reserves the right to increase the 
rates if their taxation is raised by the 
Dominion or*Provincial governments, 
but they must first get the approval of 
the Utilities Commission. A deposit 
equal to twice the monthly rental will 
be collected but the Company will al- 
low interest at 4% on such money. 
No discount for prompt payment will 
be allowed, and if payment is not 
made within 20 days, the consumer 
may be,disconnected. The digconnec- 
tion ch Pree does not.apply:to xinks or 
yo Tig wireement nay yr bet 
renewed in ten y:e3@ on terms agreed 
upon and if there-is a disagreement, 
the matter will be decided by the 
Board of Public Utilities. Negotia- 
tions must open up at least one year 
before the end of the ten year period. 
It is an exclusive franchise to the 
Company, but the province is not de- 
barred from taking it over. The Com- 
pany will change the system from two 
phase to three phase without cost to 
the customers. The Company agrees 
to have the transmission lines here 
on or before November ist and the 


Company agrees to pay $90,000 for the | 


electric light plant and $35,000 for the 
waterworks system. The gas wells are 
not included in the sale. The quality 
of the water supplied to the city must 
be saisfactory to the Provincial De- 
partment of Health. 


In case of fire, the Company agrees 
to furnish a pressure 
the Fire Underwriters 
No charge is made for water used on 
the streets for fire protection and for 
public places, nor for two drinking 
fountains and for watering troughs. 
The Company also furnishes free wat- 
er for two small skating rinks and for 
sewer flushing. The Company will 
keep the hydrants in good order and 
will submit plans for any water ex- 
tensions anticipated. The Company 
will pipe all mains to the street line 


as under present arrungements. A 
penalty of 50c a day is made to per: 
sons having leaks on their own prop- 
erty and the Company has the right 
to make repairs in the event of the 
owner delaying to do so. No person 
can give water away from the prem- 
iges and if given away a charge of 
2.26 a month is made. 

A number of questions were asked 
His Worsh!p and a general discussio1 
took place on the agreement. In 
answer to a query, His Worship stated 
that the Company would pay taxes on 
the present power house and the right 
to tax transmission lines would un- 
doubtedly be settled in the Courts. 

The Compu.y is not taking over the 
sewers in the agreement but will enter 
info a contract to keep them clean. 

In answer to a question, His Wor 
snip also gave the opinion that the 
taxes would be slightly reduced if the 
sale was made. 

The electric light debenture will be 
retired in five years, but the water- 
works debentures have 32 years yet 
to run. The Company proposes to 
spend $30,000 on the water system 
and $15,000 on the electric light sys- 
tem in addition to the cash price of 
$125,000. 

The Committee reported that the in- 
voice had been received for the play- 
ground equipment, and the Committee 
considered the mater of small skating 
rinks and will report at next meeting.

Speaking of conditions, the result 
of our Liquor Act, he would advocate 
watching boys and girls and educat- 
ing the parents who failed to look 
after their boys and girls. 

We are not playing the game fair 
with the U.S.A., but we are going to 
stand up as a nation.

‘Fresh from the gardens’ 


Power Line to North Will Cost Near 
Million and Half; Start Work at Once 


The entire power line from the plant 
at Ghost river to supply Edmonton 
under the new agreement will cost 
in the neighborhood of $1,350,000,” it 
was announced by R. B. Baxter, when 
that official of the Calgary Power 
Company was questioned regarding 
the progress of the line..-He added 
further that it was not so many years 
ago that such a project would have 
been considered unprofitable owing to 
the amount of power which would be 
lost in a transmission of that length. 
Improvements which have been going 
on steadily during recent years have 
now lessened that loss to an almost 
negligible amount. 

The Edmonton agreement is for a 
five-year period and calls for the 
purchase by the capital city of power 
at the rate of five-tenths of one cent 
per kilowatt hour for the first 20,000,- 
000 kilowatt hours delivered per an- 
num, and four-tenths of one cent. 
per kilowatt hour for all power in 
excess of that amount. 


Opposition on the part of some 
members of the Edmonton city coun- 
cil to the agreement as originally 
drafted resulted in the addition of 
clauses whereby the city retains the 
right to generate power during the 
winter months, when the supply is 
lowest, in its own steam plant, wheth- 
er or not the company happens to have 
sufficient power to supply the city’s 
needs. A limit, however, based upon 
average waterflow conditions over a 
long period of years, has been. placed 
upon the amount of power which the

— The questions 
which will be asked the people of 
Canada at the next general census 
are now under consideration by the 
dominion bureau of statistics. 


The plan is to take the census be 
ginning on June 1, 1931 ,ani ail the 
questionnaires to be used must be 
adopted by the governor in-council. 
In view of the immense amount of 
printing and organization required the. 
initial plans are well under way. 

The question of whether people 
should be classed as Canadians or 
according to the nations from which 
their ancestors came, will not likely 
prove so troublesome in the case of 
the census as it frequently has with 
other dominion and provincial gov- 
ernment services. | 

The name of every man, woman, 
boy and girl in Canada will be taken 
down. They will likely be listed as 
Canadians, British subjects who are 
not Canadians and aliens. 

Canadians will include all those 
born in Canada, all other’ British 
subjects who have lived in Canada 
long enough to acquire a domicile 
here, all persons naturalized and their 
children. 

In addition to the census of t he 
humans, the census of the horses, and 
the cows and the sheep, and the hens 
will be taken in an agricultural ques- 
tionnaire.

that one has a pain. Just as there are 
many conditions of the body which 
cause pain, similarly, there are a large 
group of abnormal conditions which 
give rise to that conc ition or symptom 
which is called indigestion or dyspep- 
Sia. 

It may be that after some years of 
over-eating, irregular eating,failure to 
eat the right kinds of foods, or be- 
cause of worry or over-work, or on ac- 
count of some condition such as de- 
cayed teeth, the body begins to falter 
in performing its regular, normal 
functions. One of the first evidences 
of this failure is an upset or disturb- 
ance of the digestive system. Usually, 
there is some headache, a feeling of 
lassitude, constipation, irregular or 
constant pain in the abdomen and, 
frequently, pain in the back under the 
right shoulder. 

At this stage, one of two things may 
happen’ The first is an attempt at 
self-treatment, buying and using 
some remedy which promises relief. 
This is a serious mistake. The other 
choice is to consult a physician. It is 
plain that the only proper way to treat 
a person complaining of indigestion is 
to find the cause of the condition and 
remove it. Treatment of the stomach 
itself may give relief from the symp- 
toms, but unless the cause of the 
trouble is removed, the condition will 
persist and likely become worse. 

In all cases, it is much better to pre- 
vent than to attempt to cure. To pre- 
vent indigestion, the right kinds of 
foods should be eaten in proper 
amounts, meals should be served 1! 
clean plates, in an attractive way, un- 
der pleasant conditions. Regular toilet 
habits should be cultivated. 

If any abnormal condition is pres- 
ent, such as diseased teeth, it should’ 
be attended to. If this is done, it will 
Save pain, worry and expense. The 
person who neglects to take care of 
himself may get along for years with- 
out trouble, but trouble will come and 
he will suffer for his negligence.

FIVE HOLSTEIN COWS 
GIVE AS MUCH MILK 
A8 32 AVERAGE COWS 


Tho Holstein herd of dairy cows at 
the Canadian Pacific Supply Farm at 
Strathmore continues to score re- 
cords. It is pointed out by, BH. W. 
Jones, the rallway's superintendent 
of agriculture and animal industry, 
that, while (according to the Pro- 
vincial Dopartment of Agniculture) 
the average Alberta cow produces 3,- 
950 pounds of milk per year, the five 
Strathmore Supply Farm cows re- 
cently on exhibit at the Calgary Exhl- 
bition producedd 127,583 pounds of 
milk in one year, or as much ps 32! 
average Albetra cows. And three of 
these cows are not yet mature. The, 
leading cow of the herd, Strathmore | 
Sylvia, which held the Dominion re- | 
cord for milk production, furnished | 
29,371 pounds of milk within a year,! 
equal to 1,267 pounds of butter. | 


WEST BUILDING UP ON BASIS i 
OF SOUND PROGRESS 


Montreal, Sept. 27.—"‘There is a sil- 
ver lining to the cloud insofar as ‘the 
situation in western Canada is con- 
cerned,” stated Sir Henry W. Thorn- 
ton, chairman and president of the 
Canadian National Railways, on re- 
turning to his office in system head- 
quarters, Montreal, after a tour which 
took him throughout the western pro- 
vinces and to the Pacific coast. 
“While it is true that the west is not 
harvesting such a voluminous crop as 
in average years, and it is also true 
that some farmers and some districts 
are hard hit, it must be remembered 
that there are districts and farmers in 
those districts who have harvested 
better crops than they anticipated a 
short time ago, and who are reaping 
the benefit of higher prices from their 
held-over grain from last year, and al- 
so higher prices for the grain which 
they have produced in 1929.” 

“The West has gone ahead and is 
going ahead; building up on a basis of 
sound progress and one going from 
the east cannot fail to be impressed 
with the same development which is 
taking place on all sides. 

DRESSED POULTRY PACKAGES 

For shipping dressed poultry to 
market the most popular package is 
the box holding one dozen carcasses. 
That is the opinion of Mr. F. C. El- 
ford, Dominion Poultry Husbandman, 
as expressed in Bulletin No. 20 of the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 
Standard boxes are made in different 
sizes so as to pack birds of different 
weights. It is recommended that such 
boxes are used and’ stich packing em- 
ployed as will ensure the birds fitting 
tightly, so as to avoid shifting ayout 
in the journey to market. ‘ 

For birds weighing 21% to 3 Ibs. the 
inside measurements of the shipping 
boxes is 19% inches by 15% inches 
and 4 inches deep, birds from 3 to 3% 
Ibs. to be shipped in dozens require 
a box 21% inches long, 16 inches 
wide, and 4% inches deep. Large, well 
finished birds weighing 4% to 5% lbs. 
require a box with inside dimensions 
of 26% inches by 18 inches by 54 
inches. 

Whichever of these boxes is used 


‘should be lined with parchment paper 


and for fancy quality it is well also 
to wrap each bird in this paper. The 
appearance of the birds when the box 
is opened largely determines the 
prices that they will bring. 

With dressed poultry as with many 
other articles of merchandise, the 
pasteboard carton is taking the place 
of wooden boxes. Mr. Elford recom- 
mends a carton 6 inches high, 6 inches 
wide and 11 inches long for a 5 or 6 
pound roaster, or two broiler.

His king of spades and ace of 
diamonds also appear to be trick- 
winne:s, and his queen of clubs may 
be useful, if undisclosed. 


Example No. 4. Don't lead from A, x 
(i. e., holding two cards only ina suit) 
under any circumstances unless your 
r| hand is so peculiar that you can take 
w | the risk. The lead of the Ace from A, x 
gives more games to the Declarer than 
this world dreams of. Z bids “One 
spade,” and A, holding spades, 9, 7, 43 
hearts, K, 9, S 3; diamonds, A, 6; 
clubs, J 10, 7,5 should not lead the 
ace of diamonds and then the six, for 
he may thereby make the only lead by 

which Z can make game. The position 
of the ace of diamonds may be.the one 
difficult point in Z’s play of the hand. 
Why clear it up for him forthwith? It 
is impossible for me to give in fuller 
detail the reasons for not leading from 
A, x, but, unless there are exceptional 
circumstances, “Don't.”
